GENERAL INFORMATION. 

Passport Regulations.—The charge for a British passport, which 
js required to re-enter this country, is 7s. 6d. Two small un- 
mounted photograpus must accompany the application. Forms 
may be obtained from any Canadian Pacific office. The address 
of the Passport Office is 1, Queen Anne’s Gat2 Buildings, West- 
minster, S.W. There is a branch office at 36, Dale Street, 
Liverpool. Residents in the Irish Free State are required to 
send passport applications to the Passport Department, 23, 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 

Visas—Members travelling to the United States via Canada, 
or to Canada via the United States, must provide themselves 
with a United States visa or visa certificate, which may be 
obtained by applying to the nearest United States consul. United 
States consuls are located at Belfast, Birmingham, Bradford, 
Bristol, Cardiff, Dublin, Dundee, Dunfermline, Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
Hull, Leeds, Liverpool, London, Manchester, Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
Nottingham, Plymouth, Queenstown, Sheffield, Southampton, 
Stoke-on-Trent, Swansea. Members travelling to the United 
States via Canada must obtain the United States visa in this 
country before sailing; it cannot be obtained in Canada. 

Head -Tax.—Visitors to the~United States must pay head tax 
of £1 13s. when booking their passage. To obtain refund of this 


tax temporary visitors to the United States, or those in transit 


through the States, who intend to leave within sixty days from 
the date of entry, must give this information on the U.S.A. 
declaration form completed at the time of booking. This intention 
must also be intimated to the United States immigration inspector 
at the port of landing. Application should be made to this official 
for certificate form 514, without which no application for refund 
willbe considered. Refund will be arranged on presenting this 
certificate to any Canadian Pacific office in Great Britain.

ARRANGEMENTS IN CANADA. 

Hotel Accommodation.—Members are reminded of the difficulty 
in securing accommodation at the height of the tourist season in 
Canada. 1t would be of much assistance if those who are travel- 
ling alone would agree in emergency to share a double room with 
a colleague of their own choice. 

Clothing.—Summer clothing is suggested, but a medium-weight 
overcoat, light rainproof, and woollen pullover or cardigan jacket 
should be taken. At most of the larger hotels it is possible to get 
linen laundered and returned within twenty-four hours. 

Money.—Members are recommended to take their money in the 
form of Canadian Pacific express travellers’ cheques or drafts.

In connexion with Tours A and B arrangements are being made 
for the British delegates who will visit Kenora to have an 
aeroplane excursion over the Lake of the Woods; the cost of 
this has not yet been announced. The June issue of the Manitoba 
Medical Bulletin coniains an account of attractive aerial iours 
for members attending ithe Annual Meeting at Winnipeg. It is 
proposed to transport by air some of the party at Kenora on 


| the afternoon or evening of Monday, August 25th, to Winnipeg, 


a distance of 216 miles. This flight would last rather over two 
hours, and would enable the passengers to obtain a wide view 
of lake country; the fare is stated as 89 dollars. Another tour, 
from Minaki, Ontario, to Winnipeg, will cover practically the 
same route, the fare being 78 dollars. A plane will be available 
at Lac du Bonnet for a flight of forty-five minutes to the Central 
Manitoba mining area, the single fare being given as 30 dollars 
and the return fare 50 dollars. A fourth tour will convey parties 
by air from Winnipeg to Victoria Beach, following the Red River 
north to Lake Winnipeg and passing over Lower Fort Garry; the 
fare stated is 35 dollars. Those wishing to visit Lower Fort Garry 
by air for the entertainment in the afternoon of Friday, August 
29th, a plane seating nine passengers will be available at the 
Winnipeg air port, making this flight of twenty miles in approxi- 
mately ten minutes. The single fare will be 5 dollars and the 
return fare double that. It is possible, however, that the fares 
mentioned may be reduced. 


HINTS ON TRAVEL IN CANADA. 
Since travel in Canada differs in many respects from travel 
in the United Kingdom it is well for visitors to the 
Dominion in August to know something of the conditions 
that obtain at that time. For the following hints we are 
indebted to Miss Hilda Hesson. 


Luggage and Clothes. 

On shipboard both men and women will require heavy 
clothing for the crossing, warm underwear, warm suits or 
dresses, comfortable coats, gloves, and a soft hat or cap. 
For the men dinner jackets will be found sufficient for evening 
occasions. Deck chairs and rugs may be rented for 10s. from 
the steward, or they may be engaged at the London office. 

On arrival in Canada it will be found convenient to check 
steamer clothes in Montreal, to be placed on the home-going 
ship. Warm clothing wili not be required in Canada during 
August and September. On the train from Montreal to 
Winnipeg one should wear only light clothing that can be 
readily cleaned. Dry cleaning is q@ickly and inexpensively 

in Canada. 
ay? ‘Wisaleee an ordinary light-weight business suit is all 
that is required for general wear and sectional meetings. 
Golfers should bring appropriate dress, as there are many golf 
courses about Winnipeg. The usual morning coat, dinner 
jacket, and evening clothes are worn on official, semi-official, 
and social occasions. Academic dress, while not obligatory, is 
greatly desirable at the annual Religious Service, the President’s 
Address and Reception, the University Convocation, and the 
Listerian Oration; on these occasions decorations may be worn. 

Among the small things that make long-distance travel more 
comfortable are collapsible toilet cases, hook trouser hangers, 
collapsible aluminium shoe trees, and coat hangers. 

Heavy luggage can be checked—that is, registered—on arrival 
at the docks in Montreal, through to Winnipeg. Checks pre- 
sented on arrival there, at the baggage office in the railway 
station, will claim the luggage, which can then be sent direct 
to hotel or residence. Necessary luggage could be conveniently 
confined to a steamer wardrobe trunk, and a small kit-bag or 
suit-case for the train journey. 


The Train Journey in Canada, 

Trains leaving Montreal wil! carry not only the regular 
Pullman sleeping cars, with upper and lower berths, but, in 
addition, compartment cars and observation cars. The Pullmaa 
cars have dressing rooms at either end, while the compartments 
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(which also provide two berths) are small rooms, with toilet 
accommodation. The observation cars are for the use of all 
passengers, and contain libraries of magazines and books, which 
may be had on application to the porter. In the latest cars 
of this type shower-baths are provided, and arrangements can 
be made with the porter for pressing clothes. Shoes to be 
cleaned are placed outside the berths or compartments. The 
porter in charge of each car is coloured, and is always a reliable 
and obliging man. The customary tip to him on leaving the 
train is at the rate of a shilling a night per person. The 
conductor, in charge of the whole train, is the official who 
corresponds to the English guard. The chief steward is in 
charge of the dining car, where meals ave served @ la carte. 
“* Red caps,”’ so called for their red headgear, meet all trains 
at important stations, and carry passengers’ hand haggage ; the 
tip averages threepence to sixpence per bag, and a shilling is 
usually the maximum. 


Meals and Hotel Accommedation, 

Meals in Canada differ from English meals in many: respects. 
Breakfast begins with fresh fruit, and it is advisable to eat 
all the fruit and vegetables possible, and less meat than in 
England. Bacon and eggs are the usual breakfast dish, with 
toast and muffins. Lunch may consist of a soup, salad, and 
dessert. Tea or coffee is always offered with !unch in this 
country. Ices will be found very delectable, and are largely 
used in the summer. Water is always iced (unless by request), 
and is pure and good. Afternoon tea is not served as part of 
the routine in hotels, but can be obtained there always, and 
in numerous small tea-rooms throughout the cities. Dinner 
is usually eaten at seven o’clock, and no wines or liquors are 
served with meals in hotels in Canada, except in the province 
of Quebec. All liquors, however, can be obtained with a 
Government permit (costing four shillings), at the Government 
liquor stores, and can be taken to the hotel rooms. All the 
best-known brands of Scotch and [rish whiskies can be pur- 
chased here. The ale, locally made, is heavier than English ale. 

Shoes are not placed outside the doors in Canadian hotels or 
private houses, but are cleaned by bootblacks in the barber 
shops or small bootblack shops scattered throughout the city. 


A hotel valet will press and clean -visitors’ clothes overnight. . 


In the majority of private houses in Canada only one maid 
is kept, and there are therefore many small services which 
cannot be reudered as they are in England. Morning tea is 
not a custom of the country, but most guests will find they are 
offered it, and it can always be arranged for at the hotels. 

Nearly all rooms in Canadian hotels have connecting bath- 
rooms, and soap is always provided in trains and hotels without 
extra charge. The telephone is used for rapid communication, 
and every firm, and nearly every private individual, has a 
telephone in Canada. Telegrams are never sent_ locally. 
Letters to the British Isles and the United States take a two 
cent stamp. 

Taxis are more expensive than in England, and if the cab 
is not provided with a meter it is well io ask the driver to 
state his price before engaging him. Definite routes have 
definite prices. 


Equipment for Ladies, 

Ladies accompanying the party will find the following sug- 
gestions of help to them. Warm clothing, as outlined in para- 
graph 2, for the boat. Two plainly made, uncrushable dinner 
dresses, a warm evening wrap or shawl, aud comfortable shoes 
and slippers will complete the necessities for the boat. 

For train travel, a plain dark silk dress or suit is advisable. 
A figured foulard, a taffeta, or any of the fugi or fibre silks, 
is appropriate. Washable gloves, silk underwear, and a dark 
leather purse should accompany this. A small bag for 
toilet necessities will be found a comfort on the train. For a 
night journey dark silk pyjamas, a dark dressing-gown, and 
folding boudoir slippers are comfortable. It is customary in 
Canada for women to proceed through the Pullman car to the 
dressing-room in a dressing-gown, and a little practice will 
help travellers to become quite expert in dressing and un- 
dressing in their berths. They need have no fear of sleeping 
in these curtained niches; the linen is absolutely clean and 
sanitary, and each traveller is quite unszen by the other 
occupants of the car. : 

Wool sports clothes, or dark silk dresses, will be found 
appropriate for most occasions. One light-weight tweed coat 
or suit, an evening wrap, a conple of evening dresses, and an 
afternoon dress of lace or georgette, a waterproof (mackintosh), 
and appropriate shoes, will be found adequate. If a shoe box 
is not carried, wrap each shoe in a chintz square, tied with 
tape; fold dresses over cardboard, and lay between layers of 
tissue paper. Canadian electric fixtures do not take English 
fittings, but flexible cord for travelling irons may be pur- 
chased in Canada. <A good supply of gloves should he packed 
but silk stockings should be bought after arrival. Canadian 


shoes are made on different lasts from English shoes, and yj 
be found unsuitable for the average English foot. : ul 

Miss Hesson ends her note with the following advice. 
Do not bring expensive jewellery with you: it will onl ag 
care when travelling. Take your money in travellers’ comes 
as these will be found infinitely more convenient than a letter t 
credit. Carry a good-sized purse to hold passport, glasses in 
cheque book. Bring dark glasses, Eno’s fruit salt, a Sinal 
sewing kit, smelling salts, a refreshing toilet water, cold cream 
and cleansing tissues. Eat lightly while travelling, and you 
will enjoy the journey.

ABERDEEN Brancn: ABERDEEN Drvision. 


A spectaL meeting of the Aberdeen Division was held on Mav 29th 
to consider the Medical Services Report of the Council (Supplement, 
April 26th, 1930). The discussion was opened by Dr. Tuomas 
, who outlined the trend of affairs which had led up to the 
blication of the report. Dr. J. A. SrepHen discussed the maternity 
and child welfare aspecis of the report. He pointed out that in 
the event of the extension of medical benefit to the dependants 
of insured persons, much of the work for which special arrange- 
ments had now to be made would be done by the family doetor, 
which the Association considered to be ideal. Dr. Sinner dis- 
cussed the probabilities of the scheme from the point of view of 
xhool medical and Poor Law work. Dr. Davin Romre outlined 
the surance provisions of the report, and pointed out the advan- 
tage to the profession of having a definite scheme to put forward, 
-yather than having one thrust upon them. Mr. Mircuerr discussed 
the report from the peint of view of a specialist. 
Dr. Drever, the Scottish Secretary, gave a clear exposition of 


tle raison d’étre of the report. He pointed out how, in the course 


of the last few decades, spasmodic efforts had been made to deal 
with problems presented by groups of individuals, such as school 
children and mothers and babies, and for groups of diseases such 
as tuberculosis and venereal infections. There had been hitherto 


no real effort at co-ordination. The Medical Services Report was 
-an attempt to consider the whole problem as one, and to produce 


a reasoned scheme for providing proper medical attention to the 


whele community. He suggested that the eight fundamental 


principles of the report should be considered seriatim by the 
meeting. This was subsequenily done, and all the principles were 
agreed to. Dr. Crartes Forses discussed principle VII, which 
related to the extension of medical benefit to dependants of 


insured persons. He declared that this was the only alternative - 


to a whole-time State service, and, in his opinion, greatly prefer- 


able to the latter. A vote was taken in regard to this, and the 


principle was approved by 54 votes to 1. 


~ It was decided to defer more detailed consideration of the report | 


to a subsequent meeting. 


CAMBRIDGE AND Huntincpon Brancn: CAMBRIDGE AND HuntiINGpoN

Two meetings of the Cambridge and Huntingdon Branch were 

a Cambridge on May 27th.

He then described a condiiion of interstitial pneumonia which 
was liable to recur, and was most difficult to diagnose. At the 
conelusion of the address he answered a number of questions. 

The Presipent, in thanking Dr. Marshall for his paper, said 
that all: present would agree that the very clear account of the 
various lung diseases had thrown fresh light upon conditions that 
were frequently most difficult to diagnose and treat successfully. 

. The President subsequesily entertained the members to tea. 


Giascow anp West or Scotranp AyRsHIRE Division. 
A meeting of the Ayrshire Division was held in the Cunningham 
Combination Poorhouse, Irvine, ou May 29th, when there was a 
tge and representative attendance. Dr. C. Bicnotp, M.O.H., 
Ayrshire, outlined his plans under the new Loeal Government 
Act under three heads: (1) treatment of indigent poor, possibly 


on a panel sysiem; (2) provision of ante-natal and post-natal 
clinics, with increased hospital accommodation for maternity cases; 
and (3) increased provision of beds in general hospitals as required, 
A medical consultative committee was appointed to confer with 
the medical officer of health, and to discuss the practical operation 
of schemes introduced under the Local Government Act (Scotland). 


HertrorDSHIRE Brancu: Barnet Dtvision. 

A mesTinG of the Barnet Division, preceded by a dinner, was 
held at the Salisbury Hotel, Barnet, on May 21st: Dr. Hystop 
THOMSON, county medical officer of: health, was an official guest. 

Mr. Jackson, Government entomologist, Tanganyika, delivered 
an address in which he are a remarkable description of the 
ravages caused’ among cattle by trypanosomiasis, and the serious 
effect. on the countryside ef overgrazing due to crowding of cattle 
into non-infested areas. He described at some length the extra- 
ordinarily minute investigations his department was making to 
discover the life-habiis of the individual fly: inter alia, how flies 
were caught; marked with oil paints en the thorax to identify 
them and indicate their state ef nutrition, ete.; liberated; and later 
caught again and reidentified in a fresh district. 

On_ the motion of Dr. Haryerr a hearty vote of thanks was 
unanimously accorded to Mr. Jackson for his interesting address. 


Kenya Brancu. 
A meeTiING of the Kenya Branch was held at the Native Hospital, 


Nairobi, on May 14th. Dr. A. J. Jex-Biaxe read an interesting 


paper on bronchiectasis and demonstrated a case. The Presipent 
(Dr. J. H. Sequeira) and a number of members discussed the paper. 
The meeting passed, with one dissentient, a resolution expressing 
iis regret and concern at the proposal of the Government to 
abandon the scheme of ‘ grouped hospitals’? for Nairobi, and it 
was decided to send a copy of the resolution to His Excellency 
the Governor. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHTRE Brancx: Drvtsron. 

A meeTING of the Southport Division was held on May 23rd, when 
the Proposals for a General Medical Service for the Nation were 
discussed, and the following four resolutions were passed for 
submission to the Annual Representative Meeting : 

That having regard to the value to the community of their work, 
the present remuneration of general practitioners is by no means 
excessive, and under the Naticnal Health Insurance Acts is wages | 
inadequate. We therefore move that no scheme be- accepted whic!

force. 

That the scope of the scheme, with reference to the persons to 
whom it applies, should be definitely stated. 

That an addition be made to the capitation fee paid to the general 
practitioner for carrying out his teaching in preventive medicine. 

That this Division heartily approves of the Association’s efforts 
to supply a comprehensive Medical’ Service for the Nation, but con- 
siders the proposed scheme to be of- such importance that it is 
unwilling to pass a resolution approving the entire scheme without 
an assurance that arrangements for medical work organized by local 
authorities, voluntary hospitals, voluntary societies, and the like, 
which can be proved to be in the interests of the community, should 
not be interfered with in any way other than in the way of 
development ; and that the underlying prineiple of any such scheme 
which may finally be agreed shall be solely the welfare of the public.

A ciinicaL meeting of the Lewisham Division was held at the 
South-Eastern Children’s Hospital, Sydenham, 8.E., on May 27th, 
Dr. G. W. Cxarstey showed an infant (an eighth child born at 
= with congenital inability to swallow, paralysis of the legs, 
and the development of hydrocephalus; a boy, aged 4 months, with 
vomiting and marasmus, probably due to pyloric spasm; a boy, 
aged 6 months, with g result after an operation for priscis 
spasm; and a boy, aged 10 months, similarly treated. Dr. 
LigHtwoop showed an old case of acute encephalitis in a girl aged 
5 years. Dr. CarpmazL showed a sister and brother with con- 
genital malformation of hands and toes and peculiarity of facies; 
a boy of 3 years, who had had an ear of grass removed from the 
bronchi, a foreign body abscess of lung having formed. The grass 
entered the lung in June, and pneumonia ensued in August; and 
a boy, aged 6, with an old fracture of the skull and persistent 
headache. Dr. Ricuarpson showed a girl aged 10, with the head 
of the radius removed by operation for fracture; and_a boy, aged 
6, with refracture of the radius and ulna. Dr. Wuuitrincton 
showed a boy with optic atrophy after fracture of base of skull; 
a boy, aged 12, with double a optic atrophy; a girl, aged 9, 
with a wound of the cornea through which the iris had prolapsed ; 
and a boy with early traumatic cataract. Dr. Lister showed two 
cases of chorea trected with nirvanol. 


Merropouitan Countires Branco: Maryiesone Division. 

A meetinG of the Marylebone Division was held in the rooms of 
the Medical Society of London on May 28th, when Mr. W. G, 
SPENCER was in the chair, supported by Sir SrCLair Txomson, vice- 
chairman, and thirty-one other members were present. The 
Council’s proposals (A.R.M.(2a) 1930) were unanimously approved 
as a contribution on lines acceptable to the profession towards a 
General Medical Service for the Nation. 


Merropouitan Counties Branch: Wanpsworts Division. 


A meEETING of the local medical pevtonion was held at the Town’ 


Hall, Wandsworth, on June 5th, when the recommendation of 
the Council, ‘That the time is now ripe for the medical pro- 
fession to ask for the inclusion under the national health insurance 
service of the dependants of insured persons ’’ was discussed. Dr. 
T. H. Garpner presided. There was an attendance of 28—about 
1 out of every 14 of the practitioners invited. 

Dr. Gardner, in introducing the discussion, said that the Council 
of the Association had been giving great attention to the 
encroachments on the sphere of private practice, and his feeling 
was that it must have good reason for making the recom- 
mendation. Much was said about loss of freedom, but that was 
the trend of evolution in these matters. Some had complained 
that in times past the British Medical Association had let the 
profession down. He considered that this was putting the blame 
where it was not deserved. The two things that hed let the 
profession down had been apathy and disagreement among ihe 
doctors themselves. 

Dr. Carswe.y said his opinion was that the Council was letting 
the profession down. How had the Council come to take up the 
peewee it had taken? Had the national health insurance system 
een such a success that it could talk about the time being now 
ripe for its extension? He considered there was no demand for 
this action of the Council. He rather thought it was stupid, and 
he suspected collusion with Government officials. The independence 
of the profession was being thrown away. 


Dr. Breas defended the action of the Council, which he main- — 


tamed was doing its best. Important political changes had taken 
place in the last few years. Enormous powers had been given 
to local authorities. Whatever the medical profession might think, 
the Minister of Health could veto schemes on grounds of ineffi- 
ciency only. 

Dr. Patmer welcomed the pronouncement of the Council, as show- 
ing that it was awake and looking into the future. The national 
health insurance service was useful to the doctor, as he was able 
to utilize means that a poorer patient would have great difficulty 
in finding apart from State assistance. 

Dr. Gray, after referring to the activities of public authorities 
and hospital out-patient departments, strongly supported the recom- 
mendation of the Council. 

Dr. Pottock said he sympathized with Dr. Carswell in what 
he said about independence. He himself loved independence as 
much as anyone. e felt, however, that m these days this 
independence was a sort of will o’ the wisp, and on grounds of 
expediency, apart from any others, he supported the recom- 
mendation of the Council. 

Dr. Carswett afterwards proposed that the inclusion of the 
dependants under the national health insurance system should be 
opposed by the medical profession. Dr. Kenntsit seconded, saying 
at the same time that he did so in order that the motion could 
be put before the meeting, but that the issue did not affect him 
personaily. 

Dr. Carswell’s motion was carried by 15 to 10.

for the Nation were considered. Several points raised in this 
were discussed by the meeting, and it was agreed that some 


revision of practical details would be necessary after the scheme 
had been considered more fully by the profession and by the 
public, but that in the meantime the Division should approve the 
draft scheme. 


Sussex Brancn: Cuicnester anp WortTuinc anp HorsHaM 
Divisions. 

A COMBINED meeting of the Chichester and Worthing and the 
Horsham Divisions was held in the Dolphin Hotel, Chichester, on 
May 18th, when Dr. Bostock was ‘in the chair, and thirty-seven 
other members were present. The SEcRETARY reported that the 
profits from the ball in aid of the Medical Charities amounted 
to £54 17s.

The meeting considered the Annual Report of Council. After 


a full discussion the recommendation regarding the inclusion under 
’ the National Health Insurance Service of the dependants of 


insured persons was adopted with one dissentient vote. The 


recommendation that the proposals contained in the General 
Medical Services Scheme be adopted as a contribution by the 


Association on lines acceptable to the profession towards a General 
Medical Service for the Nation was generally approved, but the 
amendment from Brighton referring to para. 69 (see Supplement, 
May 17th, p. 222) was unanimously supported. With reference to 


the fees payable by loeal authcrities to medical practitioners called 
in upon the advice of midwives, ihe following amendment was 
carried unanimously : 


The fee for suturing the perineum and for the removal of retained 
placenta remain as at present, but the fee for removal of adherent 
placenta, for exploration of the uterus, for the treatment of post- 
partum haemorrhage, and for any operative emergency arising directly 
trom. parturition, including all subsequent necessary visits during 
the first ten days, inclusive of day of birth, be £3 3s. 


Tn connexion with birth control an amendment was unanimously 


carried that the word “only” after ‘‘on medical grounds ” 
should be deleted. With reference to the Voluntary Hospital 
Policy, it was agreed by a large majority to support the Brighton 
amendment to delete the words ‘“ whenever possible’ from the 
Council’s recommendation “‘ that the system of subscribers’ letters 
should be whenever possible discontinued.” It was also unani- 
mously agreed to add the following to Appendix A, para. 2 


In view of the fact that it is the. policy of the Association that 
‘contributory schemes should be managed by some independent body, 


it is essential that the voluntary hospitals should be well represented - 


on that body, and that the hospitals be encouraged to send. where 

possible at least one if not more of the medical staff among their 

representatives. 

The meeting throughout was a most enthusiastic one. The 
members were entertained to tea by the Chairman, to whom a 
vote of thanks was accorded for his hospitality.

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‘Application of the Blind Persons Act. 


NOTES ON THE APPLICATION OF THE BLIND 
PERSONS ACT.

Parricuars were published in the Supplement of March 
8th (p. 70) of the arrangements made in Glasgow for the 
examination of candidates for certification under the 
Blind Persons Act (1920). A similar scheme has been 
working successfully in Hull for a longer period. Many 
years before the Blind Persons Act was passed Dr. W. C. 
Rockliffe, my predecessor, did vigorous pioneer work in 
establishing the Hull and East Riding Institute for the 
Blind. This institute, which was administered on a 
charity basis, sought to provide a livelihood for blind 
mendicants and other destitute blind persons. He also did 
much valuable work along with his wife in propagating 
Braille, and in elaborating various suitable crafts. 


Standard of Blindness. 

The Blind Persons Act abolished, to a large extent, the 
charitable nature of provision for the blind, by giving 
them special legal rights; it imposed upon doctors, usually 
ophthalmic surgeons, the responsibility for its equitable 
administration, and for interpreting the phrase ‘‘ too 
blind to perform any work for which eyesight is essential.’’ 
‘This phrase was more clearly defined in two leaflets subse- 
quently issued by the Ministry of Health. Yor the 
purposes of the Act a person was to be considered definitely 
blind where there was a visual acuity of both eyes 
(separately) of less than 3/60 (with appropriate correction 
of refractive error); persons with a visual acuity of either 
eye of more than 6/60 were to be regarded as disqualified 
in the absence of other contributory factors such as a 
highly contracted field or nystagmus. It is the contention 
of Mr. Freeland Fergus, I believe, that distance vision 
is of little importance in comparison with a full field of 
vision; he found that miners possessing very poor sight but 
a good field of vision were quite proficient at their work. 

The determination of visual acuity between the two 
numerical standards laid down is a matter for individual 
judgement. In some parts of this country only the first 
provision is usually observed—namely, a visual acuity of 
less than 3/60—before certifying anyone as blind under the 
Act. 

Examination of Applicants. 

The provisions made in this area for the examination 
of applicants are similar in many respects to those recently 
made in Glasgow. Refraction and ophthalmoscopy are 
carried out, but no treatment is given, and glasses are 
not prescribed, suitable cases being referred to the Hull 
Royal Infirmary. No mydriatic or cycloplegic is generally 
used, as it would create an abnormal condition for subjective 
examination of the eye. The expenses incurred by country 
patients and their guides are repaid, and the few who are 
bed-ridden are examined in their own homes. All applicants 
are examined by me, Illiterate cases are often very difficult, 
and it is not always easy to restrict an estimate of border- 
line cases to disability in visual sense only irrespective 
of senility or other physical infirmity. If it is thought that 
the condition causing blindness in any individual has 
reached a stage when, by operation, his sight might be 

restored to an amount which would exclude him from 
benefit, he is advised to undergo operation, and if he is 
unreasonable in his refusal the committee has recently 
decided to withhold financial assistance. Applicants who 
are eligible for training in a craft are further examined 
by Dr. Bainbridge, honorary ophthalmic surgeon to the 
Hull Royai Infirmary, and to the Education Authority. 
Those who consider that they have been unjustly deprived 
of benefit are examined independently on behalf of the 
corporation committee by Dr. Mackay, consultant oph- 


thalmic surgeon to the Hull Royal Infirmary, who aets q 
referee. This does not often occur; appeals are usual} 
made by those who have been decertified as a result gf 
successful cataract extraction. This arrangement “has 
worked very well for the last two years, and is likely ¢ 
continue to do so. 


Statistics. 

Hull contains nearly 300,000 inhabitants, and is growing 
rather rapidly; the rest of the East Riding (excludiy 
York) has a population of about 200,000. On our registe, 
at present there are 550 certified blind persons domicile] 
in Hull, and 176 in the East Riding, most of whom ap 
entirely dependent on the provisions of the Blind Person 
and the Old Age Pensions Acts. They are not eligible fo 
corporation relief (which supplements their income 
twenty-five shillings a week) until they have been residen 
for three years. Of the 453 applicants examined duri 
ihe past two years 257 have been certified as blind. Ther 
were 56 decertifications, either on account of improre 


- vision subsequent to operation, or inaccuracy in statements 


supplied at a previous interview. The total remains mor 
or less stationary at rather less than 1.5 per thousand of 
the local population. 


Administration. 

In regard to the economic side of the administratio, 
of the Act the committee of the institute dealing with the 
East Riding meets once in three months, and that dealing 
with Hull, once a month. At these meetings the neg 
of each applicant for supplementary aid is considered, 
The Corporation of Hull makes up the income of qualified 
persons to twenty-five shillings a week, and provides fre 
passes for trams and baths to all blind persons desiring 
them. It also supplements the earnings of blind employees 
in workshops. Some local manufacturers employ some blind 
workers in their departments. Home visitors who call o 
the blind are asked to refer applicants for examination, 
and for re-examination. 


Defects of the Act. 

A bad feature of the Act is the encouragement it gives to 
marriage between blind persons, many of whom suffer from 
syphilis. Although a woman whe is blind according to the Ae 
-may be able to do her own housework, she gets twenty-five 
shillings a week, while her husband receives corresponding 
benefits in addition to anything he earns. In present con- 
ditions, when most families have an income of less than £4 
a week, blindness is so well subsidized that exaggerated 
visual disability is more remunerative than outdoor relief 
or unemployment benefit. Unsuccessful applicants are 
sometimes advised to apply by the labour bureau and by th 
relieving officers ; many of these applicants are affected only 
in one eye, the other being quite sound! Some have refrac. 
tive errors, usually high degrees of myopia, which, when 
corrected, restores useful vision, 6/18 or better. It is 
desirable that doctors generally should recommend patients 
whom they consider to come within the provisions of the 
Act, as they have a better opportunity of judging their 
disability, and its possible exaggeration, than has the 
ophthalmic surgeon at a single brief examination.

LOCAL MEDICAL AND PANEL COMMITTEES.

Ar the May mecting of the Local Medical and Panel Committe 
for Bedfordshire, with Dr. Dean Potxarp in the chair, discussion 
took place on the National Formulary. Dr. Fasnacur drew the 
attention of the committee to the fact that the adoption of th 
National Formulary would undoubtedly result in an increase it 
the cost of prescribing, and suggested that each prescription in the 
Formulary should be priced so that practitioners might knor 
the cost of the drugs they were ordering. After discussion i 
was agreed, on the proposition of Dr. W. F. Eserviz, seconded 
by Dr. F. S. Lrioyp, “that in the interests of economy tht 
Insurance Acts Committee be requested to publish annually th 

cost of each prescription printed in the National Formulary.” 
In connexion with claims for fees for the administration 
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anaesthetics, attention was drawn to the large number of cases 

which nitrous oxide was given as a general anaesthetic at 
a cost of £1 ils. 6d. for each administration. 'The opinion was 
‘axpressed by the committee that a sliding seale should be intro- 
duced to deal with this matter, and after diseussion it was 
agreed, on the motion of Dr. Eserwig, that general anaesthetics 
pe classed as major and minor, and the fees payable range from 
gi Ms. 6d. to 10s. Ed., the Panel Committee to decide the class 
and the fee. 

West Rinne. 

Ar the May mecting of the West Riding of Yorkshire Committee, 
wider the chairmanship of Dr. G. B. Hittman, a report was sub- 
mitted by a special committee on the scheme for 1930 for post- 

uate study courses for rural practitioners. The subcommittee 
recommended that the selection of practitioners participating in 
the seheme should be made by a subcommittee of the West Riding 
Panel Committee; that those selected should be drawn from 
practices the income from which could not reasonably be expected 
to fmance such a scheme without assistance; that any scheme 
adopted should, as far as possible, be of a purely clinical nature; 
that the length of the course for each student should be one 
fortnight at either Leeds or Sheffield, and that the sum of 
$99 2s. should be expended in the case of each student, being 
‘19 guineas for two wecks’ residence and board (including fees, if 
any), 16 guineas for providing locumtenents during two weeks’ 
absence, and £1 16s. as a contribution towards railway fares. The 
report was approved and adopted by the committee. 
The committee also set up a special subcommittee for con- 
sideration and report on the whole question of the treatment of 
dependants of insured persons.
